Lilicral- 


mini'e l men reqiiiro no argtnnenls to persuade them o f the 


ahsnrilily and iiijnstire o f the pieseiU laws, respecting the 


religious belief o f witnesses; for the reasons are self-evi­ 


dent to thoir own tuinds. 
Vet for the benefit and instruc­ 


tion o f bigots— not that we suppose any such are among 


the con.«taiit reader« o f oiir pa|ier, but hoping that tliey 


may he read aloud, into tho ears o f such people— .ve will 


prvsent ilie fidlowing »<i|'po«sble cases.

Tlie bigot believes 


that justice ought not to he exercised towards those who 


differ fiom him in religious creed. 
It is idio to argue with 


such individuals, therefore, that the law is unjust towards 


infidels. 
Convince them o f this, and they would up­ 


hold it more zealously, on account of its injustice, as one 


o f its peculiar merits. 
It was on account o f its supposed 


iitjuslico towards certain sects and individuals, that the 


law w a s o iig in a lly establiBhcd— for purposes o f persecu­ 


tion; and it is on account of its supposed iojustice tow an is 


the excluded witnesses, that it is still supported at the pre­ 


sent tim e. 
W e »hall therefore present a few Bupposabie 


cases, in order to prov« to the minds o f these lover* o f in­ 


justice, that this law does not injure those whom it i* 


intenih'd to injure; 
that 
it is the individual 
who is 


imdergoiiig a trial, and not the witncBS, who is seriously 


affected by the opi’iations of the law. 
Som etim es the e x ­ 


clusion o f a witness, might operate to prevent the convic­ 


tion o f a criminal; at other times it might causa the con­ 


viction of an innocent man. 
Yet it isdilticuU to suppose a 


case in which it could operate to the disadvantage o f the 


excluded wiliie?«; it would not even inflict discrace upon 


him, in these degenerate days.
